he might connect it in his recollection ; he had, 
doubtless, long ceased to employ it as a topic 
of conversation, and, at most, he had probably 
only employed it transiently as such. In these 
circamstances, strict accuracy was not to be ex- 
pected. And if it be supposed necessary to 
place the transaction two or three years farther 
back, | apprehend that no candid person, who 
recollects the distance in time since it took 
place, and the circumstances of the narrator, 
will consider that too great a latitude has been 
given. in justice to the merchant, I should 
allude to the language in which we communi- 
cated. This was the Spanish, a language tor- 
eign to us beth, and though known to us suffi- 
ciently for general purposes, yet not complete- 
ly, as in those particulars which give so differ- 
ent a colouring to narration. Partly to this 
circumstance, and partly to the ignorance 
which prevails among the inhabitants of the 
Mediterranean, of the rising and falling of the 
tide, I attribute the mention that is made of the 
falling of tide on the river. Thé expression 
struck me at the time, and I then and after- 
wards, questioned him on it closely and keenly, 
till unfortunately he lost temper on the subject, 
and 1 was obliged to desist. As, however, I 
find that travellers state, that great swellings, 
occasioning sometimes inundations, take place 
on the river at Timbuctoo, I think it not im- 
probable that the merchant alluded toa sub- 
a eee one of those swellings.
